Representatives from Andover, 
North Andover, Methuen and Law= 
rence recessed the latest inatwo= 
year series of conferences about 
cooperative control of pollution of 
the Merrimack River last week 
without resolving their differ-

Greater Lawrence Communities 
have been deadlocked for the past 
several months over the issue of 
representation. with Andover, 
North Andover and Methuen in= 
sisting on a regional pollution 
board comprised of one onemem= 
ber from each of the four commu= 
nities and Lawrence demanding 
three seats on the board because 
it will be required to paythelion’s 
share of construction and operating 
costs for a $21.8 million sewage 
treatment plant,

Raytheon Co, has subleased the 
former Robert’s Packaging Co. 
building in the Lawrence Indus- 
trial Center as a location for final 
assembly and testing of the self 
propelled Hawk, inclyding battery 
consoles for the tracked vehicles, 
The self propelled Hawk is a 
highly mobile missile system 
developed for use in the forward 
areas of combat zones, 

The move into the new quarters 
is scheduled for mid-September. 

Plant Manager Harry A, Loebel 
reports that ‘‘The move will re= 
lease an area in the first floor 
of the present Andover facility to 
accommodate increased fabrica= 
tion and assembly of Hawk ground 
support equipment,

A meeting held in Lawrence 
Thursday was arranged by the 
Central Merrimack Valley Re= 
gional District Planning Come 
mission in the hope that a com= 
promise could be arranged before 
Sept, 1, The State Water Resources 
Commission has said it will step in 
after this date to enforce new re= 
gulations prohibiting wholesale 
pollution of the Merrimack and 
other state streams, 

Two developments within the 
week appear to have widened the 
breach between Greater Lawrence 
communities on the pollutionissue 
and increased the possibility that 
Andover will have to consider the 
alternatives of building a sewage 
filtration plant of its own or in= 
itiating negotiations with North 
Andover for a joint venture on this

side of the Merrimack, 

On Thursday, Lawrence Mayor 
Daniel P, Kiley told pollution dele~ 
gates flatly, ‘‘I’m afraid the state 
will have to take me by one arm 
and the federal government by the 
other and be leading me off to 
the jailhouse before ll” sign a 
regional sewage treatment plan 
that may cost the City of Lawrence 
$40 million, 

He said the state’s recent sur- 
prise announcement that one pore

Cronin proposed in his formal 
statement formation of a _ bi- 
partisan Legislative Task Force 
composed of representatives from 
the Valley districts who would work 
together to find new industry for 
the area and to solve such long- 
range problems as air and water 
pollution and the expansion of faci- 
lities and programs for higher 
education, 

Calling the 12th Essex District, 
the ‘‘hub’” of the Merrimack 
Valley, Cronin said that it is the 
geographic center of a region in 
which communities have common 
problems, similar aspirations and 
widely divergent resources to 
solve problems, He suggested a 
joint effort in the search for solue 
tions, 

Also urging cooperation, Can= 
didate Vincent Davey said, ‘*The 
fundamental goal of officials in 
this area should be toward greater 
communication, We should look at 
the problems facing us not as in= 
dividual problems, but as area 


| problems, We have operated too 


often and too long as individual 
entities, 
He listed as a top priority item,

brought from its present state of 
pollution (as a ‘*D’® rated stream) 
to the level of ‘‘C’® standards, 
which would ultimately purify the 
water for most uses other than 
swimming, At hearings held by the 
Resources Commission, Andover 
was the only community to urge 
classification of the Merrimack as 
a ‘**B’*® River and its position was

All the people who so vigorously opposed the Select- 
men’s suggestion of some months ago that the Barnard 
property in Elm Square should be used as a site for the 
new town hall are strangely silent now that it is obvious 
the planners were right — there was a need to be con- 
cerned about future use of that prominent location. 

A small business building will soon go on the frontage, 
blocking the view of the Benjamin Punchard House that 
is so revered and crowding the triangle of land that over- 
looks the whole of the downtown business district.

The townspeople should never again make the mis- 
take of assuming otherwise.

In March the owner of several lots on both sides of 


Burnham Road (near the horn bridge) offered voters the 
opportunity to authorize his construction of 10 apartment 
units on a wooded hill in a single residence zone. In ex- 
change, he was willing to agree to place deed restrictions 
on the balance of the land so that it could be preserved in 
its natural state. Because of the nature and distribution 
of the land, the Planning Board approved. But Town Meet- 
ing was indecisive so the owner has begun development 
of all 10 lots as single residence properties rather than 
wait around for another meeting and perhaps, another 
rebuff. 

One look at the layout, and voters can know what a 
mistake they made in worrying more about what the pro- 
perty owner might stand to gain from the arrangement 
offered than which proposal was best for Andover.

Herring Gulls Can Navigate “Blind”

Dr, William H,. Drury Jr., di-

Green, Noman’s and Matinicus

dumps, On these three islands at 
the turn of the century lived 15,000 
pairs of herring gulls = at that 
time the entire population in the 
northeast, At that period, these 
herring gulls were assumed to be 
on the road to extinction and their 
welfare gravely concerned the 
Portland Society of Natural History 
and the Maine Audobon Society, 

The outer island gulls now. are 
down to 500 pairs, But theiflosses 
apparently have not come from a 
declining birth rate, Rather, their 
young, like all rural young, seem 
to be lured away by the bright 
lights of the cities and the cities’ 
plentiful dumps, 

Meanwhile, between Muscongus 
Bay and Jericho Bay, the clutter 
of islands-lying within ten miles 
of dumps or fish piers now sup- 
port scores of thousands of gulls, 
These gulls make several trips 
daily to mainland garbage sup- 
plies and fly back to the islands 
to feed their young, 


From July 1 through Mid=August 
there were exactly three clear days 
on the Maine coast, Most of the 
time, the visibility was under 50 
yards, The weather provided ex= 
perimental conditions that man 
could not hope to duplicate, The 
conditions tested the herring gulls’ 
ability to navigate ‘‘blind’® - 
indeed, to navigate under con-

“that herring gulls possess some 
sense or means of navigation that 
does not depend upon sight, The 
birds lacked even the sun to guide 
them, Yet, their production of 
young was down only slightly, Our 
early statistics indicate that the 
birds fledged an average of one 
chick per breeding pair, This is 
enough production not only to main= 
tain the population but to continue 
its explosion, In good years, the 
production averages about a chick 
and an half per pair,””

“It would be specifically re- 
stricted from considering the

“*The petition is limited so that 
concentration can be focused on 
those areas concerning the in= 
stitutional framework or structure 
of our state government, 

**These limitations should also 
allay any fears of a wide-open

The Board of Selectmen voted

Town Manager Bowen replied 
that the town could establish load 
limits for Country Road and post 
it, but he suggested that the board 
might want to demand that McKee 
apply for a gravel permit because 
of the magnitude of his operation, 
He said it would appear that what 
McKee was doing was incidental 
to sub-division, 

Municipal bylaws now permit 
developers to remove sand and 
gravel in connection with sub- 
division site preparation without 
a gravel pit permit, The Planning 
Board is currently reworking an 
article it wrote for the Aug, 21 
Town Meeting warrant which would 
place some restrictions on the re= 
moval of sand, gravel and top soil 
from sub-division properties, The 
article, which would have been 
withdrawn had the Aug, 21 meeting 
lasted long enough, will be con= 
sidered at’ the annual March 
meeting,
